it as: How good and 
pleasant it is for broth- 
isi ers and sisters, for 
everyone, to dwell together as one.

Delving more deeply into the words: 

Hinei — Here! Look! Now! It is related to 
“Hinen,” which means IJ am here, present, show- 
ing up. It is what Abraham says in response to 
God’s call: where are you? Hineni. Here I am. 
Mah tov — “Mah” means what, so this literally 
means “what good,” as in what enormous good 
there isthere: 


Shevet — To sit, to dwell, to settle, to be. 
Achim — brothers; Achayot — sisters; Kulanu 
— all of us, all genders. Gam — also, moreover 
Yachad — related to “echad” (one), it means 
together, unified, united. When we sing these 
words — and enact them by putting our arms

around each other, virtually, and eventually 
again in person, we are saying that we are 
here, we are together, we are united. That this 
is good. That we can be here, and we can be 
here, be who we are, all we are, in whatever 
state of mind or body we happen to be in at the 
moment, and that it’s not just okay, it’s good. 
Hinei Mah Tov is the first line of Psalm 133. 


It is a “shir hama’a’lot,” a psalm of ascension, 
one of the psalms historically recited while 
walking up the steps to the ancient Temple. 
Those steps were uneven — each of different 
height and depth -- so that one had to pay close 
attention. 


So it is with togetherness: while the embrace 

that begins and ends our services might come to 
feel automatic, it is actually an act of stepping 

up, over and over again. 

Togetherness isn’t always easy. It sometimes © 
involves overcoming stark differences and chal- 
lenges, but where there’s the mutual intent, as 

we know in our community, it is possible. 


It is a gift that we give to ourselves and each 
other. Psalm 133 ends with “chayyim ad ha- 
olam” — May there be life forever. Blessed be 
our life-giving community that stretches our 
arms out and says how good it is to be together.

I’m so privileged to be able to live in San 
Francisco. I have a beautiful flat, in a building 
purchased with strangers after 9/11, when the 
market wasn’t sure there would be a tomorrow. 
There are times when I think I should give up 
my home, because I don’t deserve such a great 
place, Surely refugees could useut betten) But 
where would I go then? I never think this all 
the way through. 


Sha’ar Zahav provided me with a solution: 
After I’m gone, the congregation can have my 
house. This plan offers multiple advantages. 
First, there’s no need for me to exit the house 
now to achieve a righteous outcome. Second, 
I’m secure in the knowledge that experts in the 
congregation will know how to sell the flat. 


Third, I am confident that the proceeds will 
fund important community services at CSZ. 
Fourth, I’ve reduced the burden on my execu- 
tors, which is a good thing, because they will 
already be knee-deep in books, art, supplies, 
and miscellaneous junk. 
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The process was extrememly simple. I signed a 
very simple form and gave it to the congrega- 
tional representative for the Legacy Campaign. 
Then I had a chat with an attorney about my 
wishes. (Alternatively, I could have followed 
instructions from Nolo Press about making a 
will for myself.) Then I basked in the joy of a 
good deed. 


You’ll have your own reasons for leaving some- 
thing for the future of our congregation. Maybe 
it’s an important life-cycle occasion, when CSZ 
was a particularly important part of your life. 
Maybe it’s the day-to-day constancy of a con- 
gregation being there for all of us. Maybe it’s 

a recognition of the difficulty of leaving any 
meaningful mark behind. 


Consider letting CSZ use your resources after 
you don’t need them. May our memories be for 
a blessing.

When Hashem, our G-d, created humans, we 
were given a job description. “Be like me. Be 
Holy.” Hashem endowed human creation with 
the same attributes just to make it easier for us 
to fulfill our job description. 


After all, Hashem created us for no other rea- 
son, but Chesed (Loving Kindness). Hashem 
also shows an inordinate amount of Savlanut 
(Patience) because G-d could, at any time, end 
this whole shebang. But G-d doesn’t, no matter 
how much we insult the commandments. 


Savlanut and Chesed are but two of the attri- 
butes that make Hashem holy. If we emulate or 
imitate Hashem so that we too can be holy, we 
need to show Chesed and Savlanut as well, us- 
ing Hashem as our example. 


Shevil Ha’ Zahov is the Golden Road, Modera- 
tion (another of the attributes), but more im- 
portantly it is the middle path in all of the at- 
tributes. But how do we find that middle road, 
the Shevil Ha’ Zahov?
